Travel to St. Louis Is Now Re­ 
markably Light. 


STRIKE OF SECTION MEN. 


Item s o f Interest Picked Up fro m Va - 
rio us So urces fo r the Benefit 
o f “ Demo cra t’* Hea ders. 


Moberly dispatch, on account of 
the failure of the company to meet 
an advance in wages lately made 
by the Wabash road for similar 
work. 
It is said the section hands on 
the e n tire ' line of the road wil[ 
strike in a few days. 


The effects of the strike are ap­ 
parent in every part of the city, 
but one 
of 
the 
most 
striking 
changes which it has brought about 
is the difference in the class of 
patronage at the 
Union station, 
says the St. Louis Republic.*^ 
Since M ay 8 the class of passen­ 
gers on nearly every line leading 
into the city has changed greatly, 
and the traffic at the station is now 
far below what it should be at this 
time of the year. 
In the first few days of the strike 
the traffic was increased, if any­ 
thing. 
The lines leading to the 
suburbs were heavily patronized, 
and a large 
number of 
persons 
were drawn to the city by idle 
curiosity to watch the strike in 
progress. 
The first day 
or two 
also saw a number of the laboring 
class arrive, with the evident hope 
of obtaining employment here. 
This influx ceased almost entirely 
by the third day and since then the 
absence of those in search of em­ 
ployment has been marked. 
This 
may be accounted for by the fact 
that many of them w alk here or 
else ride in on freight trains, but 
there have been but few arrivals 
of the sort 
at 
the 
station 
this 
month. 
The 
usual 
number of 
country people who visit the city 
to make purchases arrived in the 
city for the first few days, but the 
-lack of transportation has almost 
entirely put a stop to this paying 
class of visitors. 
A t present the patronage of the 
station has for its noticeable fea­ 
ture the heavy traffic on the subur­ 
ban trains. 
E very morning a large 
number of 
trains 
deposit 
heavy 
loads of passengers, the traffic from 
South St. Louis being especially 
heavy. 
The trains leading 
from 
Carondelet are invariably crowded, 
as the residents 
in 
that 
district 
choose this method of arriving near 
the business center. 
The local trains leading to the 
immediate 
western 
suburbs 
are 
also heavily patronized, but the 
crowd is less marked than on the 
southern trains. Singularly enough, 
the usual number of traveling men 
seem to 
come and go, although 
their business must have fallen off 
30 per cent since the inauguration 
of the strike. 
The country visitor 
is conspicuous by his infrjsquency, 
while 
the class 
of long-distance 
travelers seems to have been but 
slightly affected.
